PATH’S VISION 

As part of its goal to house 10,000 people by 2020, 
PATH is creating PATH Metro Villas, a comprehensive 
community that integrates housing, employment, 
healthcare, and supportive services to help people end 
their homelessness. This creative urban development 
sits near one of Los Angeles’ primary public transit 
lines and consists of five components: 

• Affordable & Supportive Housing (3 buildings) 

Three apartment communities with intensive services 
that provide affordable housing for more than 187 
people who have struggled with homelessness or 
are at risk of becoming homeless. 

• Metro LA Hub (Redesigned) 

The PATH Mall redesigned into a collaborative 
office space, home to a community-based 
employment center, a housing location program, 
and PATH’S administrative team. 

• PATH Interim Housing (Remodeled) 

PATH’S existing interim housing program expanded 
to 98 interim beds focused on intensive supportive 
services to help idividuals make it home. 

PATH Metro Villas is a hub for PATH’S full spectrum 
of services in the region. It is a central location for its 
outreach teams who travel to areas of Los Angeles 
County where many people are homeless and 
hidden, for its teams that provide case management, 
and for its housing navigators who help secure 
apartments and homes throughout the community. 


PROGRAMS: CONNECTING 
PEOPLE TO HOUSING 

Housing Connections 

Permanent housing is the primary goal for all of 
PATH’S programs. PATH Metro Villas incorporates 
housing programs including rapid re-housing, 
housing location and placement, and supportive 
housing. 

Employment Connections 

Helping people find employment is critical to 
long-term housing stability and bolsters dignity and 
self-sufficiency. 

Healthy Connections 

Healthcare is a primary need for people experiencing 
homelessness. PATH Metro Villas includes on-site 
clinics that provide physical and mental healthcare 
to meet the needs of its most vulnerable neighbors. 

Veterans Connections 

At any given time, PATH serves over 1,000 
Veterans. PATH Metro Villas is home to PATH’S 
field-based Veterans programs that include street 
outreach, rapid re-housing, housing location, and 
supportive housing.
